took occasion to rap the police board nnd 
he did it in a way that pleased the people 
In the gallery and in fact a * majority of 
the aldermen present.

All the aldermen were present and re- 


sponded to the roll call. 


A communication was received from

If we may believe the news- 
papers the boulevard'has been a place of 
public scandal.

Still the aldermen performed all 
this work, without receiving a cent from 
the city treasury. And so with the mem- 
bers of the police committee. • Th»y had 
to stand all'the talk of parties desiring ap- 
pointment on the police force, and they 
never got a cent from any source. But 
things have changed. 
Humors were circu- 


lated that blood money was being used to 
secure licenses anil it was charged that 
aldermen were being bribed. So a charge I 
was made and we got a police board. 
They have taken the power of granting 
licenses from the aldermen, but they have 
added to the expense of the .department. 
They have created the positions of lieuten- 
ants,'sergeants, etc., and so they have 
saddled the expense on us. 


At this point, Chairman Tryder called 


the" alderman to order and said he could 
not speak on the verification of a vote. 


Mr. Crowley remarked that SSOO is 


sufficient to pay the commissioners.

But It Is significant that Maceo's forces, 
instead of being turned back to tho west- 
ward, proceeded on their way. toward 
Habana province after the battle.

The following points are gathered from 


the official report ot the engagement. 
General Luque left the city of Pinar-del 
Rio at 7 o'clock on the morning of Feb. 3 
(Sunday), intending to march to Cousola- 
ciou del Sur in search of an engagement 
with the main force of the iusutgeuts, 
•who were known to be in that district. 
General Luque .had the advantage of the 
directlon'of a skillful guide, -who was ap- 
parently posted as to the whereabouts of 
tho iusurgents and agreed to lead them to 
the camp occupied by the insurgent lead- 
ers—Maceo, Miro, Zayas, Chileub and 
Sotomayor. 


At 8 o'clock iu.,the evening the Spanish 


columns had arrived at Arroyo de Aguu., 
and here they rested on their arms until 
midnight of Sunday, when they took up 
their lino of march again, following the 
direction of the railroad which runs be- 
tween Consolacion-del Sur and Paso Real. 


At 8 o'clock Monday morning the Span- 


ish had arrived at the farm of Candelara 
on their way to Sanv Diego de Los Bnuos, 
but they turned south again towards La 
Herradure, and continuing their march 
they met the insurgents aboutrS o'clock iu 
the afternoon at the'town of Paso Real. 


An attack was immediately 'opened 


upon the insurgents in the town. They 
held their 
position with the greatest 


tenacity, from the vantage ground of, the 
houses and walls of the streets. From 
these points it was-found difficult to dis- 
lodge them, though a fire was.'directed 
upon them from all sides. 


Spaniard* In Battle Array. 


The. Spanish formed for a regular and 


systematic attack,., the vanguncd.. of the 
columns under Colonel Hernandez charg- 
ing their position by the lefVflank, while 
the center and rear guard of the Spanish, 
under the direct command of General 
Luque, forced themselves into 'the central 
street of the village and attacked by ihe 
right flunk, charging with vigor and de- 
:ermination. 


Seeing thoir position . thus imperiled, 


and themselves iu danger of having their 
retreat cut off; the insurgents made a 
rapid retreat to tho extreme western 
imits of the village, doing some execution 
during the retreat. Here they formed 
"neir lines for a further stand agaiust the 
ittack of the Spaniards. 


A volley from the rifles' of the troops 
aiJed to break the line of the insurgent 
'orces. They were given a. second volley, 
but they still stood their ground, and 
even in the face of a third volley of rifle 
bullets they refused to budge an inch and 
ibstiuatoly maintained their formidable 
inc. 


The Spanish cavalry were then ordered 


o-charge, and they'swept down with great 
valor on the devoted band led by Lieuten- 
ants Herrers and Berenguer. The insur- 
;ents -were unable to stand this onslaught, 
,nd their formation was .broken and they 
were put to flight, 10 of them being killed 
with cavalry sabers." 


They were pui-sued by the Spanish 


rivalry outside the limits ot the village, 
ut the pursuers were'here met by a force 
f insurgent cavalry, numbering 1000, and 
he pursuit was checked. .The insurgent 
avalry made a stand' and met the attack' 
f the Spanish, covering the retreat of 
heir friends and .stubbornly refusing to 
tve way iu face of. the Spanish fire until 
'ie Spanish infantry came up. 
Meanwhile the Cubans had worked their 


way ahead, aud once more made a vigor- 
us stand against the onslaught of the 
pauish troops. 
Tho battalion of San 


Quintiu advanced upon them, but it was 
only after repeated volleys had been fired 
'into them'tliat their position was taken 
and the village was in possession of the

the facts our reported aggregate would be 
less tban the reality. 


There is another feature of the case oi 


which wo are just learning, and that is 
the death of children. ' This lias uot previ- 
ously been reported. 
Men, wlien thej 


fouild their own death was inevitable, 
have killed their daughters to save them 
from a fate 
woi-su than death. 
Even 


mothers in their flight cast away you us 
children, and some 
were thrown into 


streams to save them from tho Turks. In 
some cases families who had secreted 
tliuiusulvc-3 strangled their infant cliiUlreu 
lest their cries should reveal their loca- 
tion. 
Died In tho Faith. 


Tho forcible conversion to Molmmme- 


dauism is perhaps the darkust side of this 
awful picture. Many moil have died as 
martyrs, Grcgoriansas well as Protestants. 
They would not for a moment .Usteu to 
the proposition to save their lives by 
changing their faith. 


A still larger number, some through tils 


natural fear of death and some out of re- 
gard to their families, have professed a 
conversion to Islam, and have submitted 
to its rites and are practicing its worship 
in the conlkleut expectation that relief 
will come frum this pressure. Some of 
this latter class are among our best breth- 
ren, and our hearts are rout and torn by 
the recital of their distress. 


The pressure in the cities is not open 


and strong, although iu the height of the 
massacre it was severe, but iu the villages 
it.still abides, though I believe the govern- 
ment has taken some mild steps to relievo 
it.Christian public worship is suspended 
almost 
everywhere. 
Even where the 


Christians have not changed their faith, 
and where churches and chapels are not iu 
ruins, they are afraid to meet lest their 
coming together 
might invite attack. 


Very few houses of worship remain unin- 
jured. Where they have not bcou burned, 
they have been badly damaged aud are 
unlit for use. 
Some have been converted 


into mosques. 
• Five pastors and four licensed preachers 
have bean 
killed, another preacher is 


wounded, a pastor is in prison aud most of 
the remainder are fugitives from their 
places of labor or are afraid to show them- 
selves in public. There seems to be spe- 
cial animosity against Protestantism. 


In some places the Turks declare that 


they will not tolerate Protestantism any 
longer—that they will recognize hereafter 
only one Christian commuuity. 
There 


h:is also been a largo saeriHceof Gregorian 
priests. 
Many places have neither priest 


nor preacher. In some cases the priests 
have accepted Mohammedanism. 


It is a cruel, relentless Mohammedan 


crusade, such as one could never have 
dreamed possible in this a;je of tho world. 
I have eveu heard of Moslems catching 
the blood of Christians in their, hands 
aud drinking it as a draught refreshing 
to their souls. Thus ic will be seen that 
Christianity is under a dense, dark cloud. 


Turkey Shirkin™ the Ulatno. 


The government makes a desperate ef- 


fort to lay the blame of all this on tho Ar- 
menians in its oiUcial report. I presume 
that the same charge ha? been made by 
tbe central government for this region, 
although the Christian population were 
like frightened sheep, and, in the hope of 
relieving suspicion and averting disaster, 
they voluntarily surrendered their arms 
to the government before the raid. 


Iu all the massacres, the plundering and 


burning of houses and the firing of sol- 
diers iu this vicinity, I have not heard 
that a single Kurd or Turk was even 
wounded, or that a Christian offered any 
re?i>uince. This attitude of the Christians 
doubtless saved a great many lives. 


Nevertheless, the mayor of this city had 


the effrontery to tell me the other day that 
tho riot in this city was caused by an Ar- 
menian firing a gun. and the chief of police 
at the same timo said that the massacre in 
Malatia began by an Armenian barber 
cut.ting the throat of a Kurd whom he was 
shaving. An Armenian did cut a Kurd's 
throat, but not until he saw his brother 
and others out down at the door of his 
shop and realized that the Turks and 
Kurds had begun a massacre in the streets. 


In Malatia and Arabkir the Armenians, 


when driven to their houses and churches, 
saw chat no quarter would be given, so 
they defended themselves as best they 
could, but this, doubtless, greatly in- 
creased tho mortality on their own side as. 
it still moro exasperated the Turks.

Presuming this to bo an honest request 


steamer J. W. Hawkins, has received from for information, I submit the following 


answer: William H. Herndon, as you 
know, was the partner of Lincoln up to 
tho day of the letter's death. 
He knew 


Lincoln intimately and knew of many in- 
cidents in his career which others did not. 
Judge David Davis, in whose court both 
Lincoln and Etarndon practiced for years, 
declared that Hcrudcn knew more about 
Lincoln's religion than any other man. 


In 1870 ilr. Horndon contributed to 


The Index, published in Toledo, edited by 
Francis E. Abbott, an article on .Lincoln's 
religious ideas. In this letter Ilr. Hern- 
don gives the following account of the 
"free thought work" which ilr. Lincoln 
wrote: 


In 1835 ho (Lincoln) wrote out a small work 


on infidelity and intended to havo it pub- 
lished. The book WEIB an attack upon the 
whole grounds of Christianity, and especially 
wr.s it an attocl: upon the idea that Jesus was 
the Christ, the true and only begotten Son of 
God, 
as the Christian world contends. Mr. 


Lincoln was at That time in New S^oni keep- 
ing store- for Sir. Samuel Hill, n meKfaant and 
postmaster of that place. Lincoln and Hill 
were very friendly. Hill, I think, waa a skep- 
tic at this time. Lincoln one day, after the 
book wna finished, read it to Mr. !>ill, his good 
friend. Hill tried to persuade him not iq make 
it public, not to publish it. Hill at that time 
saw in Lincoln a rising man and wished him 
success. 
Lincoln refused to destroy it: said 


it should be published. Hill swore it should 
never see light of day. He had an eye on Lin- 
coln's popularity, his present and future suc- 
cess, and believing that if the book was pub- 
lished it would kill Lincoln forever he 
snatched it from IAneoln'9 hand when Lincoln 
•was not expecting it and ran it into an old 
fashioned tin plate stove, heated as hot as a 
furnace, and so Lincoln's book went up to the 
clouds in smoke. 


I do not think It was very lofty conduct 


upon tho part of Mr. Hill, and I wish Lin- 
coln had rewritten tho work and given It 
to tho public. Bat that is neither hero nor 
there. The fact that Lincoln wrote a froo 
thought work, which you seem to doubt, 
is settled by this testimony by ~A: Hern- 
don.

They have taken the power of granting 
licenses from the aldermen, but they have 
added to the expense of the department. 
They have created the positions of lieuten- 
ants, sergeants, etc., and so the}' have 
saddled the expense on us. 


At this point, Chairman Tryder called 


the alderman to order and said he could 
not speak ou the verification of a vote. 


Mr. Crowley remarked that .5800 is 


sufficient to pay the commissioners.

Spaniards In Battle Array. 


Tho Spanish formed for a regular and 


systematic attack, the vanguard of tho 
columns under Colonel Hernandez charg- 
ing tbcir position by tho left flank, while 
the center and rear guard of the Spanish, 
under tho direct command of General 
ljuqu'e, forced themselves into tho central 
street of tha village and attacked by tho 
right flank, charging with visor und de- 
termination. 


Seeing their position- thns imperiled, 


and themselves in danger of having their 
retreat cut off, the insurgents undo a 
rapid 
retreat 
to tho extreme western 


limits of tho village, doing some execution 
during tho retreat. Hero they 
formed 


their lines for a further stand against tho 
attack of tho Spaniards. 


A volley from the rifles of the troops 


failed to break tho lino of the insnrgent 
forces. They wero given a second volley, 
but they still stood their ground, and 
even in tho face o( a third volley of rifle 
bullets they refused to budge nn inch and 
obstinately maintained their formidable 
line. 


The Spanish cavalry were then ordered 


to charge-, and they swept down with greac 
valor on the devoted baud led by Lieuten- 
ants Hen-eraand Berenguer. i'he insur- 
{rents wers tinablo to stand this onslaught, 
and their formation was broken and they 
were put to flight, 10 of them being killed 
with cavalry sabers. 


They wore

Tlis 
reii;n of terror is not yet over, and many 
of the prominent Christians whoso lives 
lira spared scarcely venture from their 
hiding- places, and oftentimes do 
XKI| 


know what has befallen some o£-theii 
nearest neighbors. 


The 
desolation 3s almost universal 


Even thu Christian villages that have been 
spared have suffered so much in one way 
and another that in ordinary times they 
would be considered to have met with 
calamity. The reports of deaths in oui 
own lie Id that have reached UK amount to 
some, 10,000. We now know that in inuuy 


• cases they have l>eeu much exaggerated, 
but there aro large numbers of villages 
from which we have heard nothing except 
that there have been plunderand massacre, 
and we are confident that if we had all 
the facts our reported aggregate would be 
less than the reality. 


There is another feature of the case ol 


which we are just learning, and that is 
the death of children. This has not previ- 
ously been reported. 
Men, when thpy 


found their own death was inevitable, 
have killed their daughters to save them 
from a fa:o worse than death. 
Even 


mothers in thoir flight cast away young 
children, and some 
were thrown into 


streams to save them from tbe Turks. In 
some cases families who had secreted 
themselves strangled their infant children 
lest their cries should reveal their loca- 
tion. 


IMed In tho Faith, 


Tho forcible couversion to Mohamme- 


danism is perhaps tho darkest side of this 
awful picture. Many meu have died as 
ni'.rfyrri, Gregorians as well as Protestants. 
They would not for u moment listen to 
the proposition to save their lives by 
changing their faith. 


A still larger number, some through the 


natural fear of death and some out of re- 
gard to their families, have professed a 
conversion to Islam, and have submitted 
to its rites and are practicing its worship 
in the confident expectation that relief 
will come from this pressure. Some of 
this latter class are among our best breth- 
ren, and our hearts are rent and torn by 
the recital of their distress. 


The pressure in tho cities is not open 


and strong, although in the- height of the 
massacre ic was severe, but in the villages 
it still abides, though I believe the g-overn- 
ir.euu has taken some mild seeps co relieve 
it. 


Christian public worship is suspended 


almost 
everywhere. 
Even where the 


Christians have not changed their faith, 
and where churches and chapels are nut in 
ruins, they are afraid to meet lest their 
coming together . might invite attack. 
Very few houses of worship remain unin- 
jured. Where they have not been burned, 
they have been badly damaged and are 
unlit for use. 
Some have been converted 


into mosques.

killed,4 another preacher is 


wounded, a pastor is in prison and most of 
tho remainder are fugitives from their 
places of labor or are afraid to show them- 
selves in public. There seems to be spe- 
cial animosity against Protestantism. 
/ In some places the Turks declare that 
they will not tolerate Protestantism any 
longer—that they will recognize hereafter 
only one Christian community. 
There 


has also been a large sacrifice of Gregorian 
priests. Many places have neither priest 
nor preacher. In some cases the priests 
have accepted Mohammedanism. 


It is a cruel, relentless Mohammedan 


crusade, such as one could never have 
dreamed possible in this ai?e of the world. 
I have even heard of Moslems catching 
the blood of Christians in 'their hands 
nnd drinking it as a draught refreshing 
to their souls. Thus it will be seen that 
Christianity is under a dense, dark cloud. 


Turkey Shirking tho Blame. 


The government makes a desperate ef- 


fort to lay the blame of all this on the Ar- 
menians in its official report. I presume 
that the same charge has been made by 
the central government for this region, 
although the Christian population, were 
like frightened sheep, and, iu the hope of [ 
relieving suspicion and averting disaster, 
they voluntarily surrendered their arms 
to the government before the raid. 


In all tho massacres, the plundering and 


burning of houses and tbe firing of sol- 
diers-in, this vicinity, I have uoc heard 
that a single Kurd or Turk was even 
wounded, or that a Christian offered any 
resistance. This attitude oCtho Christians 
doubtless saved a great many lives. 


Nevertheless, the mayor of this city had 


the effrontery to tell me tho other day that 
the riot in this city was caused by an Ar- 
menian firing a gun, and the chief of police 
at the same time said that the massacre in 
Mnlatia bognn by an Armenian 
barber 


cutting the throat of a Kurd whom he was 
sliavinp. An Armenian did cut a Kurd's 
throat, but not until he saw his brother 
and others cut down at the door of his 
shop and realized that tho Turks and 
Kurds had begun a massacre in the streets. 


In Malatla and Arabkir the Armenians, 


when driven to their houses and churches, 
saw that no quarter would be given, so 
they defended themselves as best they 
could, but this, doubtless, greatly in- 
creased the mortality on their own side as 
it still more exasperated the Turks. 


For months post, we have received fewer 


and fewer American papers and maga- 
zines, and those which did come had torn 
out of them all reference to Turkish poli- 
tics. Now our papers have stopped alto- 
gether, except now and then one that 
never refers to political matters. 


Wo are, however, extremely glad that 


our letters reach us for the most part. 
We are beginning'to receive expressions 
of sympathy from friends in the dear 
home land—written after tho first dis- 
patches in regrard to our disaster. These 
letters so full of loving sympathy and 
containing the assurance that many pray- 
ers are offered for us and for this stricken f 
people have moved our hearts to thelt 
very depths, and have drawn out our 
tears. Our own sufferings have been very 
slight. 


Much disappointment has been felt here 


that all our buildings were not burned, as 
ic wus the manifest determination of even 


Borao high in authority to do, in tlio hope 
that they would bo rid! of us altogether. 
Since the riot a petition lias been circu- 
lated by Turks, who constrained many 
Armenians to sipn it through fear, asking 
for our expulsion as disturbers of the peace 
and as promoters.of the revolutionary sen- 
timent arnonfc the Armenians, but here 
we are, and, God helping us, here we shall 
remain to lay anevsr the foundations o! 
this work, confident that it is divinely or- 
flained, and that out of these ruins shall 
•arise a temple to the divine honor. 
| 


We'do not need to ask Christian people I 


to pray for Turkey and for the coining of' 
Christ's kingdom here, a kingdom of-joj 
and peace, for they do that already. All 


that ib is to be a severe oue.

LINCOLN OX PKEE THOUGHT. 


ne Once Wrote a Book on the Subject, 


bnt It \Vaa >*ot FablUhcd. 


SIP.—In your paper of today I find the 


following: 


What "free thought work," or any kind of 


work, did Mr. Lincoln write in his early life 
or at any other time in his life? 


Presuming this to be an honest request 


{or information, I submit tho following 
answer: "William H. Herndon, as you 
know, was the partner of Lincoln up to 
tho day of the latter's death. He knew 
Lincoln intimately and knew of many in- 
cidents in his career which others did not. 
Judge David Davis, in whose court both 
Lincoln and H^rudon practiced for years, 
declared that Herndon knew more about 
Lincoiu!s religion than any other man. 


In 1870 Mr. -.Herndon contributed to 


The Index, published in Toledo, edited by 
Francis E. Abbott, an article on Jjincoln's 
religious ideas. In this letter Mr. Hern- 
don gives the following account of the 
"free thought work" which Mr. Lincoln 
wroto: 


In 1S35 he (Lincoln) wrote out a small work 


on infidelity and intended to have it pub- 
lished. The book was an attack upon the 
whole grounds of Christianity, and especially 
was it :in attack upon the idea that Jesus was 
the Christ, the true and only begotten Son of 
God, as the Christian world contends, ilr. 
Lincoln was at that time in New SeJem keep- 
ing store for Mr. Samuel Hill, a mewtiiant and 
postnuistrr o£ that place. Lincoln and Hill 
were vi-ry friendly. Hill, I think, was askep- 
tic at this time. Lincoln one duy, after the 
book w.is finished, read it to Mr. Sift, his good 
friend. Hill.tried to persuade him not^g make 
it public, not to publish it. Hill at that time 
saw in Lincoln a rising; man and wished him 
success. Lincoln refused to destroy it: said 
it should be published. Hill swore it should 
never s-ie light of day. Ee had an ere on Lin- 
coln's popularity, his present and future suc- 
cess, and believing that if the book was pub- 
lished it would kill Lincoln forever lie 
snatched it from Lincoln's hand when Lincoln 
waa not expecting it and ran it into an old 
fashioned tin plate stove, heated as hot as a 
furnace, and so Lincoln's book went up to the 
clouds in smoke. 


I do not think It was very lofty conduct 


upon tho part of Mr. Hill, and I wish Lin- 
coln had rewritten the work and given it 
to tho public. But that is neither here nor 
thoro. The fact that Lincoln wrote a free 
thought work, which you seem To doubt, 
is settled by this testimony by XT. Hern- 
don.
